The income during the first half 


of this year was reported at an 
annual rate about 100 million dol- 
lars higher than the slightly more 
than H* billion dollars for the 
first hlf of 195.

left from gross receipls after pay- 
ing production costs plus thc val- 
ue of products raised on the farm 
and consumed there and the ren- 
tal value of farm 
dwellings.

Soviet Union would favor a meet- 
ing of the heads of government to 
settle the Suez problem. 


He replied, "The Soviet govern- 


ment has already 
expressed 
its 


opinions of a just and peaceable 
settlement of the Suez problem by 
negotiation. 


"In order to facilitate such set- 


tlement the Soviet government is 
prepared io participate in a con- 
ference of the heads of govern- 
ment of Egypt, India, France, Brit- 
ain and the United States anci the 
USSR." 


In reply lo a question of how 


soon the Soviet government would 
be prepared to participate in such 
a conference, Bulganin replied: • 


"The government of the USSR is 


prepared to participate in such a 
meeting at any time convenient 
for the participants and

ture Department said today lhat 
net farm incom -a poetntial key 
to farm state voting in November

In a monthly report, the agency 


said lhe net income this quarter 
of 
12 billion dollars 
compared 


could well attain an annual rale 
wilh a rale of 11 billion dollars 
during lhe corresponding 
period 
last year. 


What happens to farm 
income 


and prices between now and No- 
vember could influence how many 
farmers 
vote. Democrats 
have 


criticized declines during the El- 
senhower administration but He- 
publican leaders contend that the 
postwar botlom lo farm 
income 


has been passed and that bottom 
times are ahead. 


The income during the first half 


of this year was reported at an 
annual rate about 100 million dol- 
lars higher than the slightly more 
than H* billion dollars for the 
first hlf of 195.

By net income, the department 


means lhe amount farmers have 
left from gross receipls after pay- 
ing production costs plus thc val- 
ue of products raised on the farm 
and consumed there and the ren- 
tal value of farm 
dwellings. 


The department estimated that 


the first eight months of this year

Prices received by farmers udr-

MOSCOW (UP 
— Soviet Pre- 


mier Nikolai Bulganin said in an 
interview released today he is will- 
ing 
to join a summit conference 


of the Big Four plus India 
and 


Egypt to settle the Suez dispute. 


Bulganin made the statement in 


answer to questions submitted by 
J. Kingsbury Smith of Inlernationa'l 
News Service. The Soviet hews 
agency Tass released the text. 


Bulganin was asked whether the 


Soviet Union would favor a meet- 
ing of the heads of government to 
settle the Suez problem. 


He replied, "The Soviet govern- 


ment has already 
expressed 
its 


opinions of a just and peaceable 
settlement of the Suez problem by 
negotiation. 


"In order to facilitate such set- 


tlement the Soviet government is 
prepared io participate in a con- 
ference of the heads of govern- 
ment of Egypt, India, France, Brit- 
ain and the United States anci the 
USSR." 


In reply lo a question of how 


soon the Soviet government would 
be prepared to participate in such 
a conference, Bulganin replied: • 


"The government of the USSR is 


prepared to participate in such a 
meeting at any time convenient 
for the participants and 
at any 


plage if the other participants ex- 
press their agreement to such a 
meeting.

Bulganin was asked whether the

settle the Suez problem. 


He replied, "The Soviet govern- 


ment has already 
expressed 
its 


opinions of a just and peaceable 
settlement of the Suez problem by 
negotiation. 


"In order to facilitate such set- 


tlement the Soviet government is 
prepared io participate in a con- 
ference of the heads of govern- 
ment of Egypt, India, France, Brit- 
ain and the United States anci the 
USSR." 


In reply lo a question of how 


soon the Soviet government would 
be prepared to participate in such 
a conference, Bulganin replied: • 


"The government of the USSR is 


prepared to participate in such a 
meeting at any time convenient 
for the participants and

Bulganin was asked whether the 


Soviet Union would favor a meet- 
ing of the heads of government to 
settle the Suez problem. 


He replied, "The Soviet govern- 


ment has already 
expressed 
its 


opinions of a just and peaceable 
settlement of the Suez problem by 
negotiation. 


"In order to facilitate such set- 


tlement the Soviet government is 
prepared io participate in a con- 
ference of the heads of govern- 
ment of Egypt, India, France, Brit- 
ain and the United States anci the 
USSR." 


In reply lo a question of how 


soon the Soviet government would 
be prepared to participate in such 
a conference, Bulganin replied: • 


"The government of the USSR is 


prepared to participate in such a 
meeting at any time convenient 
for the participants and 
at any

MOSCOW (UP

"In order to facilitate such set- 


tlement the Soviet government is 
prepared io participate in a con- 
ference of the heads of govern- 
ment of Egypt, India, France, Brit- 
ain and the United States anci the 
USSR." 


In reply lo a question of how 


soon the Soviet government would 
be prepared to participate in such 
a conference, Bulganin replied: •

meeting at any time convenient

Stevenson also balks at the term 


"legal racketeers" which Truman 
leveled at the Eisenhower admin- 
istration, but does say he and the 
former President see eye to eye in 
condemning a situation he believ- 
es Truman had in mind in using 
the term. 


"No one could feel more strong- 


ly than I do aboul Ihe 
give- 


oways of our nalural resources by 
this Eisenhower administration, to 
which, as I understand it, Presi- 
dent Truman was referring, and 
not to the personal honesty or in- 
tegrity of President Eisenhower," 
Stevenson told a news conference 
yesterday. 


A reporter asked whether Tru- 


man's campaign speeches

year on behalf of the Democratic 
lickel have helped or hurl Sleven- 
son's candidacy. Stevenson

Adlai Admits 
Truman Works

WASHINGTON (/P) --Adlai E Ste- 


venson says he has nb doubt for- 
mer President Truman—an ardent 
exponent of "give 'em hell1' cam- 
paigning—is making polilical hay 
for him 


But Stevenson, who won 
Ihe 


Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion despite Truman's content i o n 
he was a "defealisl," is refusing 
to go along with Truman's slale- 
ment thai Alger Hiss was nol a 
Communist spy. 


Stevenson also balks at the term 


"legal racketeers" which Truman 
leveled at the Eisenhower admin- 
istration, but does say he and the 
former President see eye to eye in 
condemning a situation he believ- 
es Truman had in mind in using 
the term. 


"No one could feel more strong- 


ly than I do aboul Ihe 
give- 


oways of our nalural resources by 
this Eisenhower administration, to 
which, as I understand it, Presi- 
dent Truman was referring, and 
not to the personal honesty or in- 
tegrity of President Eisenhower," 
Stevenson told a news conference 
yesterday. 


A reporter asked whether Tru- 


man's campaign speeches 
t h i s 


year on behalf of the Democratic 
lickel have helped or hurl Sleven- 
son's candidacy. Stevenson 
re- 


plied: 


"Well, I have no doubl lhat they 


have helped the Democratic lick- 
el. 
My 
impression is 
that 


President Truman is a help, not 
a hindrance." 


In Kansas City, Truman declined 


comment on Stevenson's remarks. 


Stevenson said he has no doubt 


Truman will have far more re- 
quests to speak during the cam- 
paign "than he can possibly 
ac- 


commodate." And he said 
the 


Democratic National- 
Commitlee 


will see lo il that Truman "is used 
where and when il will serve the 
party's best interests." 


In his comment on Alger Hiss, 


which amounted to backing polite- 
ly away from Truman on that mat- 
ter, Stevenson said that in prod- 
ding him on Hiss such Repub- 
lican leaders as Vice President 
Nixon and GP National Chairman 
Leonard W.... Hall are "back on the 
same low road they traveled" dur- 
ing the 154 congressional cam- 
paign.

sort of campaigning." There was 
no White House comment;

Truman replied "No"

asked in Milwaukee Sept. 3 whe-

Asked whether he subscribed to 


the Truman view, Stevenson

Adlai Admits

WASHINGTON (/P) --Adlai E Ste- 


venson says he has nb doubt for- 
mer President Truman—an ardent 
exponent of "give 'em hell1' cam- 
paigning—is making polilical hay 
for him 


But Stevenson, who won 
Ihe 


Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion despite Truman's content i o n 
he was a "defealisl," is refusing 
to go along with Truman's slale- 
ment thai Alger Hiss was nol a 
Communist spy. 


Stevenson also balks at the term 


"legal racketeers" which Truman 
leveled at the Eisenhower admin- 
istration, but does say he and the 
former President see eye to eye in 
condemning a situation he believ- 
es Truman had in mind in using 
the term. 


"No one could feel more strong- 


ly than I do aboul Ihe 
give- 


oways of our nalural resources by 
this Eisenhower administration, to 
which, as I understand it, Presi- 
dent Truman was referring, and 
not to the personal honesty or in- 
tegrity of President Eisenhower," 
Stevenson told a news conference 
yesterday. 


A reporter asked whether Tru- 


man's campaign speeches 
t h i s 


year on behalf of the Democratic 
lickel have helped or hurl Sleven- 
son's candidacy. Stevenson 
re- 


plied: 


"Well, I have no doubl lhat they 


have helped the Democratic lick- 
el. 
My 
impression is 
that 


President Truman is a help, not 
a hindrance." 


In Kansas City, Truman declined 


comment on Stevenson's remarks. 


Stevenson said he has no doubt 


Truman will have far more re-

Adlai Admits 
Truman Works

WASHINGTON (/P) --Adlai E Ste- 


venson says he has nb doubt for- 
mer President Truman—an ardent 
exponent of "give 'em hell1' cam- 
paigning—is making polilical hay 
for him 


But Stevenson, who won 
Ihe 


Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion despite Truman's content i o n 
he was a "defealisl," is refusing 
to go along with Truman's slale- 
ment thai Alger Hiss was nol a 
Communist spy. 


Stevenson also balks at the term 


"legal racketeers" which Truman 
leveled at the Eisenhower admin- 
istration, but does say he and the 
former President see eye to eye in 
condemning a situation he believ- 
es Truman had in mind in using 
the term. 


"No one could feel more strong- 


ly than I do aboul Ihe 
give- 


oways of our nalural resources by 
this Eisenhower administration, to 
which, as I understand it, Presi- 
dent Truman was referring, and

Stevenson told a news conference 
yesterday.

mer President Truman—an ardent 
exponent of "give 'em hell1' cam- 
paigning—is making polilical hay 
for him 


But Stevenson, who won

Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion despite Truman's content i o n 
he was a "defealisl," is refusing 
to go along with Truman's slale- 
ment thai Alger Hiss was nol a 
Communist spy. 


Stevenson also balks at the term 


"legal racketeers" which Truman 
leveled at the Eisenhower admin- 
istration, but does say he and the 
former President see eye to eye in 
condemning a situation he believ- 
es Truman had in mind in using 
the term. 


"No one could feel more strong- 


ly than I do aboul Ihe 
give- 


oways of our nalural resources by 
this Eisenhower administration, to 
which, as I understand it, Presi- 
dent Truman was referring, and 
not to the personal honesty or in- 
tegrity of President Eisenhower," 
Stevenson told a news conference 
yesterday. 


A reporter asked whether Tru- 


man's campaign speeches 
t h i s 


year on behalf of the Democratic 
lickel have helped or hurl Sleven- 
son's candidacy. Stevenson 
re- 


plied: 


"Well, I have no doubl lhat they 


have helped the Democratic lick- 
el.

President Truman is a help, not 
a hindrance." 


In Kansas City, Truman declined 


comment on Stevenson's remarks.
